Church, The movement associated with 
the name of the “Westminster Diocesan 
Education Fund" is perhaps the achieve- 
meut which he thought of with the 
greatest satisfaction. Originated by him 


icn years ago, it bas gone on in spite of 


every obstacle, until, of the 36,000 Ro- 
man Catholic children of Loudon, some 
3,000 are now receiving such education 
as their Church allows. 


The Rev. Geo, W. Stacy died at Mil- 


ford, Mass., on January 16th. He was a 


well-known abolitionist and a friend of 


Wendell Phillips, William Lloyd Garri- 
son, 'rederick Douglass, and other ngi- 
{ators in the cause of freedom, He was 
stricken with paralysis a few weeks ago. 
George Wittemore Stacy was born in 
Boston on March 13, 1809. When four- 
teen years old he learned the printing 
trade, und in 1829, with one Rogers, he 
tried to establish the “Groton Herald,” 
but failed. In 1830 he formed a publish- 
ing partnership with the Rev. Adin Bal- 
lou, recently deceased, iu Milford and 
Meudon, promulguting the latter's "Re- 
storalionist” doctrines, a schism of Uni- 
versalist belief, besides doing general 
printing. In 834 he studied for the 
ministry. Jnter he was ordained, and 
in 1836 he settled over the Miret Unita- 
nan Church in Carlisle, Ife was sent to 
the Legislature in 1837, and astonished

diameter would bave to be eighty-two 
times a3 great to give a light equal to 
that received from Arcturus, I hesitate 
to present such figures, implying mag- 
nitudes far beyond any to which we have 
been accustomed, yet they are but the 
logical deductions of observed facts, In 
other words, upon Mr. Maunder’s rea- 
sonable assumption, Arcturus must be a 
gigantic sphere, 550,000 times larger than 
our sun, with a diameter of 7,000,000 
miles, or more than large enough to fill 
the entire orbit of Mercury. 

To make this contrast clearer, let us 
institute a simple comparison. Jupiter 
is larger than all the other planets and 
satellites of the solar system. The sun 
is a little more than 1,000 times larger 
than Jupiter. But Arcturus, if ourin- 
formation is correct, is 550,000 times 
larger than the sun, By the side of such 
a majestic orb our sun, grand and over- 
whelming as it is in our own system, 
would dwindle to an insiguificant star. 

Contemplating a world so vast, en- 
dowed with such mighty energies, and 
rushing with such resistlcas force 
through the great depths of space we 
can not resist the questions: Whence 
came this blazing world? Whither is it 
bound? What is its mission ,aud des- 
tiny? Is it simply a visitor to our 
sidereal galaxy, t1ushing furiously 
through it like a comet? Is it being 
constantly fed and enlarged by the 
worlds it encounters and the meteoric 
matter it gathers up in its wonderful 
journey? What would be the effect if it 
chanced to pass through a nebula or star 
cluster? Was the new star which sud- 
denly blazed forth in the nebula of An- 
dromeda in 1876 due to a similar cause? 

As the mighty aggregation of attrac- 


tive energies sweeps along his celestial 
path, thickly bordered with stellar 
worlds, how many of those worlds will 
yield forever to his disturbing forces? 
How many will be swerved from their 
appointed courses by his irrestatible 
power? low many will plunge into his 
fiery bosom and be swallowed up as a 
pebble is swallowed by the ocean ?—

If greed of wealth is the all- 
important desire, man chains his 
thoughts thereto and delves away. If 
his own and tellow-man’s good is para- 
mouat he will find his way into new ef- 
forts for humanity's advancement, here 
antl beyond, seeking to glean truths 
through sources, that fear aud supersti- 
tion may denounce: aye, the thinking 
man is the fearless man in thought aud 
research. 

Intelligence is denounced as cranky 
vagaries by those who have not looked 
into themes endorsed by such. By earn- 
est research the evolutionist has come 
to facts that to his mind disprove old 
beliefs. Heis convinced by natural facts 
tbat out of chaos has evoluted this and 
many worlds, yet he who has passed 
years in study, is hooted at by owls who 
slumber their days away. 

How inconsistant is man. He is prone 
to imagine that vast mines of hidden 
knowledge are hoarded in an indolent 
brain, aud that he only needs give voice 
to his vagaries to spring almighty truths 
—gleaned only through mythology and 
traditions, and poured upon him by 
minds as dark as his own. When man 
reflects he easily secs the justice of an 
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the qualification of sifting the real from 
the unreal—the material from the spir- 
itual—the rela_ive from the absolute. the 
former being necessary as a steppiug- 
stone to the latter.

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The death of Cardinal Manning wis 
eabled from Eogland on the ith inat. 
He was buru ut Totteride, Hartforishire, 
Moglaod, July 15, 08 te received bia 
education at Harrow and Balliol College, 
«infor, and was gestuated R. A. with 
first class bouora iu 1530, andl became 
fellow of Merton College. He was for 
some time one of the select preachers in 
the University of Oxford, und was ap- 
pointed rectorof Lavington and Graffam, 
Sussex, in i844, aod archdeacun of Chi- 
vhester ta 154o. 

in 15t he united with the Romiu 
“atholic Church, and six months later 
entered its priesthood, Then he was 
promote to various bigber ecclesiastical 
offices, and March 5, 1575, Pope Pius IN. 
created him acardigal priest’ The same 
pontiff invested him with the cardinal's 
hat December 31, 1877. 

There are muuy points of resemblance 
between Dr, Newman and Cardinal Man- 
ning. They were both educated in the 
Protestant faith, growing to manhood in 
the same, ani! exerted a very strong in- 
flacoce on the degenerated and lifeless 
ritualistic performance, knowu as the 
Hiuglish Church. Like Newman, he was 
a thin and spare man, of an invincible 
determination, and an untiring and in- 
alefatigahle laborer. Like Newman his 
personal powers drew a large following 
with him into the folds of the Papal 
Church, 

To the people of England his memory 
will be known less for his apostacy to 
his Church than for his pure and noble 
Tife, his unselfish and spottless devotion 
to those who needed physical help and 
comfort, perhaps more than spiritual 
solace. He was also deeply interested 
in temperance and other necds of social 
reform. He lived an ascetic life. The 
income he received was less than a de- 
cent benefice in the English Church. 
The burden which rested upon bim was 
undeuiably heavy. He presided over 
the poorest religious community in the 
world, and the relation between him and 
bis spiritual children were surprisingly 
close and intimate. The cardinal’s inde- 
fatigable labors among the poor, bis cru- 
sade against drunkenness, bis earnest 
advocacy of the claims of the agricultu- 
ra, laborer to something more than a 
pittance, barely sufficient to sustain life, 
his efforts to improve the social and in- 
tellectna] position of the artisan, secured 
the generous aud unyrudging admira- 
tion of the most cordial enemies of bis 
Church. The movement associated with 
the name of the “Westminster Diocesan 
Education Fund" is perbaps the achieve- 
ment which he thought of with the 
greatest satisfaction, Originated by him 
ten years ago, it has gone on in spite of 
every obstacle, until, of the 36,000 Ro- 
man Catholic children of London, some 
30,000 are now receiving such education 
as their Church allows. 
. . . 
The Rev. Geo. W. Stacy died at Mil- 
ford, Mass., on January 16th. Iie was a 
well-known abolitionist anda friend of 
Wendell Phillips, William Lloyd Garri- 
son, I'rederick Douglass, and other agi- 
tators in the cause of freedom, Ie was 
strickco with paralysis a few weeks ago. 
George Wittemore Stacy was born in 
Boston on March 13, 1509. When four- 
teen years old he learned the printing 
trade, und in 1829, with one Rogers, he 
tried to establish the “Groton Herald,” 
but failed. In 1830 he formed a publish- 
ing partnership with the Rey, Adin Bal- 
lou, recently deceased, in Milford and 
Mendon, promulgating the latter's “Re- 
atorationise” doctrines, a schism of Uni- 
versalist belief, besides doing general 
Printing. Iu 183} he studied for the 
ministry, Later he was ordained, and 
in 1936 he settled over the First Unita- 
rian Church in Carlisle. Je was sent to 
the Legislature in 1837, and astonished 
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Rus» wu people ts fully shown ty being 
ta receipt of wywo rubles in one mouth 
from ull over the country. fle is re 
ported as being an active and tirelesa 
worker, bis sixty-three years being uu 
impediment to the noble work he bus 
undertaken.

THE SUN AND STARS. 

There are three well-defined classes of 
stars, judged by Uhe quality of light they 
yield. In the first-class are the clear 
white aud bluish-white stars like Sirius 
and Vega. These are supposed to be the 
hottest stars and the most luminous in 
porportion to the extent of their surface. 
Then there are the golden yellow or pale 
orauge stars, of which Arcturus and 
Capella, are fine examples. These have 
begun tocool, Finally, we bave the deep 
orange and red stars like Aldebaran and 
Antares. These have advanced still far- 
ther in the cooling process. 

Now the spectroscope informs us that 
our sun belougs to the orange or Arc- 
turus type, amd if we could view it from 
distant space we should sce a lovely star 
of a pale golden yellow, The question 
arises, then, how far would our sun have 
to be removed iu order to shine with 
brightness no greater than that of Arc- 
turus? According to Mr. Maunder, it 
would have to be removed to 140,000 
times its present distance, or about half 
the distance between us and Alpha Cen- 
tauri. 

But Arcturus is 11,500,000 times as far 
away as the sun, and if onr sun were 
placed at that enormous distance, its 
diameter would lave to be eighty-two 
times as great to give a light equal to 
that received from Arcturus. I hesitate 
to present such figures, implying mag- 
nitudes far beyond any to which we have 
been accustomed, yet they are but the 
logical deductions of observed facts, In 
otber words, upon Mr. Maunder's rea- 
sonable assumption, Arcturus must be a 
gigantic sphere, 550,000 times Jarger than 
our sun, with a diameter of 7,000,000 
miles, or more than large enough to fill 
the entire orbit of Mercury. 

To make this contrast clearer, let us 
institute a simple comparison. Jupiter 
is larger than all the other planets and 
satellites of the solar system. The sun 
is a little more than tooo times larger 
thag Jupiter. But Arcturus, if ourin- 
formation is correct, is 550,000 times 
larger than the sun. By the side of such 
a majestic orb our sun, grand and over- 
whelming as it is in our own system, 
would dwindle to au insignificant star. 

Contemplating a world so vast, en- 
dowed with such mighty energies, and 
rushing with such resistless force 
tbrough the great depths of space we 
can not resist the questions: Whence 
canie this blazing world? Whither is it 
bound? What is its mission and des- 
tiny? Is it simply a visitor to our 
sidereal galaxy, rushing furiously 
through it like a comet? Is it being 
constantly fed aud enlarged by the 
worlds it encountera and the meteoric 
matter it gathers up in its wonderful 
journey? What would he the effect if it 
chanced to pass through a nebula or star 
cluster? Was the new star which sud- 
denly blazed forth in the nebula of An- 
dromeda in 1576 due to a similar cause? 

As the mighty aggregation of attrac- 
tive energies swecps along his celestial 
path, thickly bordered with stellar 
worlds, how many of those worlds will 
yield forever to his disturbing forces? 
How many will be swerved from their 
appointed courses by his irreststible 
power? How many will plunge into his 
fiery bosom and be swallowed up as a 
pebble is swallowed by the ocean ?— 
Scientific American.
